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Position fills

It didn’t take long for BYU’s ad- 
ministration to fill the shoes of 
Ladell Andersen as they named An- 
dersen’s assistant coach Roger Reid 
to the new head coaching position of 
the BYU men’s basketball team 
Monday morning in the Cougar 
Room at Cougar Stadium. 

It was a long time in coming for 
Reid, who has been with BY U’s bas- 
ketball organization for the past 12 
years, as he said being BYU’s head 
coach was a life-long dream. 

“T have prepared my whole life for 
this opportunity,” said Reid, who is 
42 years old. “It’s the only job I’ve 
ever wanted to do. 

“To say the least, I’m very, very 
elated and very excited to be the new 
basketball coach at BYU,” he said. 

BYU Athletic Director Glen Tuck- 
ett said Reid was the best man for 
the job, stating only one other per- 
son had been considered. 

“In Roger Reid, we have exactl, 
the right man for the BYU basket- 
ball program,” said Tuckett. “He’s 
energetic, ambitious and dedicated. 
This is a significant day in the history 
of BYU.” 

Tuckett added Reid has the unani- 
mous, 100-percent support of all 
those who were involved in the deci- 
sion of hiring him. 

“Roger’s loyalty and experience as 
a Cougar assistant coach for 12 years 
plus his excellent record as an ath- 
lete and coach before coming to BYU 
make him a popular and well-pre- 
pared candidate for this position,” 
said BYU President Jeff Holland, 
who released a prepared statement 
on the selection. “We congratulate 
Roger and look forward to a continu- 
ation of the long-standing tradition 
of exciting basketball at Brigham

Reid said he was informed of the 
job by telephone at 8:30 a.m. Monday 
by Dr. Clayne Jensen, dean of the 
college of Physical Education. “I an- 
swered the phone and Dean Jensen 
was on the line,” said Reid. “He said 
he had approval from the (BYU’s) 
president to name me as the new 
coach. 

“After hearing those sweet words I 
was elated,” said Reid. “Words can’t 
express the joy I felt.” 

The announcement came less than 
72 hours after the resignation of for- 
mer coach Ladell Andersen.

Morris said a catch basin is not the - 


optimum solution to the flood-control 
problems created by the mudslide, 
but because of cost, it is the only prac- 
tical move the county can make. 

The optimum solution would be to 
build a dam,” said Morris. “But, a 
dam would be too expensive and unre- 
alistic. In my opinion, a debris catch 
basin will protect downstream inter- 
est from flooding and will handle'most 
problems associated with high-water 
years.” Naylor said because of the in- 
stability of the slide, it would pose a 
serious threat to downstream resi- 
dents if no flood control measures are 
taken at the slide site. He said by 
constructing the catch basin up- 
stream from the slide, the county will 
be better prepared to keep water 
flowing through the tunnel. 

“The thing we are worried about is 
the unstable soil conditions in the 
slide area,” said Naylor. “If mud be- 
gan to flow again, we would have a 
difficult time providing safety to the 
public. With the catch basin, we will 
be providing security from mud flow 
and debris that may clog the main 
drain tunnel.” 

The basin will be constructed about 
150 feet upstream from the slide and 
will allow 5,000 cubic feet of water per 
second to pass, he said. 

The construction design of this dam 
is similar to the dam at Hobble Creek 

Construction on the catch basin is 
expected to begin in May, said Mor- 
ris.

Ex-BYU employee 
charged with theft

A former BYU employee appeared 
in Provo’s 4th Circuit Court Monday 
to face charges that he stole a sub- 
stantial amount of money from BYU. 

Gary T. Hendry, 50, Midway, is 
charged with second degree felony 
theft and second degree felony com- 
puter fraud. 

The state alleges that Hendry used 
a computer to conceal the theft of a 
“substantial amount of money,” said 
Deputy Utah County Attorney James 
R. Taylor. 

Taylor would not say exactly how 
much Hendry is suspected of taking. 

However, in an article in The Daily 
Herald Monday, Taylor was reported 
as saying the total amount taken was 
somewhere between $60,000 and 
$250,000. 

Hendry waived his right to a pre- 
liminary hearing on the charges. 

Judge H. Patrick McGuire bound 
Hendry over for arraignment on 
March 31, said Taylor. 

However, Taylor said Hendry’s at- 
torney was submitting a motion to 
have an earlier trial date. 


Paul Richards, of the BYU Public 
Communications office, said Hendry 
had worked at BYU for about 17 
years, all of them in the financial ser- 
vices department. Richards said 
Hendry was in charge of following up 
on bad checks. Richards said that 
someone in the financial services no- 
ticed a problem. The administration 
subsequently opened an investigation 
into the situation. 

“As a result of evidence obtained in 
an investigation that followed, he 
(Hendry) resigned in December,” 
Richards said. 

“The state is accusing Hendry of 
using the computer to conceal the 
theft of a substantial amount of 
money,” said Taylor. 

“T will just say we believe it is a 
much greater amount than the $1,000 
minimum for a felony charge.” 

The Herald, citing Taylor, said that 
the investigation into the theft is con- 
tinuing, and others may be charged in 
the matter. 

The Herald, again citing Taylor, 
also said that the alleged wrongdoing 
occurred over a four-year period. 

A second degree felony carries up 
to a.15-year prison sentence.

Three BYU students pleaded 
guilty in Provo’s 4th Circuit Court 
Monday to charges of criminal mis- 
chief in connection with a pipe bomb 
that blew up a USA Today newsstand 
on the east side of the N. Eldon Tan- 
ner Building on Feb. 24. 

Aaron P. Smith, 18, a freshman 
from North Olmstead, Ohio, majoring 
in engineering technology; Dennis P. 
Spratling, 19, a freshman from 
Pendleton, Ore., majoring in com- 
puter science; and Michael K. Egan, 
18, a freshman from McMinnville, 
Ore., majoring in business manage- 


ment turned themselves in to Univer- 
sity Police. 

The three were charged in ‘Ath Cir- 
cuit Court on March 8. 

Judge EK. Patrick McGuire handed 
down a sentence of 30 days in jail and 
a fine of $500 for each of the students. 
McGuire suspended all but $50 of the 
fines and suspended all of the jail 
time. 

However, court records show 
McGuire ordered each of them to pay 
$125 in restitution to BYU.

Economic climate lags in Mountain West

WASHINGTON — The gap between rich and 
poor is widening in almost every state, a private 
_ research group said Monday in a report that also 
_ found the Great Plains and Mountain West lagging 
_ other parts of the nation in general economic cli- 


mate. 


Northeastern states earned top grades in the 
annual 50-state economic report card compiled by 
the Corporation for Enterprise Development, a re- 
- search and consulting organization whose study 
was financed by corporations, labor unions and pri- 


vate foundations. 


The states that did best were those that were 
willing to invest in basics such as education, tech- 
nology and capital markets — “not very flashy, but 
very effective in the end,” the group found. 

States in the South and Midwest have followed 
the lead of the Northeast by making more invest- 
ments to ensure future growth, it said. 

“Overall, states are developing a much better 
sense of what needs to be done to advance economic 
development,” said Robert E. Friedman, president 


of the organization. “The lessons from states that 
have actively promoted a stronger economy are 
clearly being transferred to other states across the 


nation.”

Despite the economic strides taken in many 
states, a growing disparity between rich people 
and poor people was evident throughout the coun- 
try, with the income gap widening in all states 
except North Dakota, Hawaii and Alaska, the 


Increases in an index measuring a shift of in- 
come from the less well-off toward the well-to-do 
ranged from 1 percent in states with generally 
strong economies to much higher percentages in 
states that are struggling. The biggest increases in 
income inequality were in Iowa at 21 percent, 
West Virignia,19.8 percent, and New Mexico, 15.4 


“What this means is that even states experienc- 
ing strong economic growth cannot be confident 
that the benefits of growth are equitably dis- 
tributed,” the study said. “The lesson here is sim- 
ply that states must always be vigilant, because 
the best of times for some may be the worst of 


times for others.” The study found that, overall, 
“seute economic distress” has become chronic in 
some states west of the Mississippi. 


The weakest states are “thinly populated mineral- 


extraction and agriculture-dependent states of the 
Great Plains and the Mountain West” that were crip- 
pled by the collapse of commodity prices at the start 
of the decade and never recovered. 

The study evaluated the economies of all 50 states 


on more than 125 variables and graded the states

from A to F in four subject areas: economic perfor- 
mance, business vitality, resource capacity and de- 
velopment policy. 

Of the 13 states that got no A’s or B’s in any of the , 
four categories, seven were from the Plains and 
Western regions, including South Dakota, North Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Montana, Idaho, Wyoming and 


“These states appear simply to be waiting for the 
next upturn in energy, mineral, timber and agricul- 
tural commodity markets,” the report said. 

Twelve of the 18 states that scored no A’s or B’s 
were described as rural. The other low scorer was

Cristiani becomes Salvadoran president

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
— Alfredo Cristiani, who has tried to 
end memories of his right-wing 
party’s links to death squads that 
killed thousands of hig countrymen, 
was recognized as the victor Monday 
in El Salvador’s presidential election. 

Fidel Chavez Mena, candidate of 
the incumbent Christian Democrats, 
conceded and told a news conference, 
“T have called him personally to con- 
gratulate him and express my desire 
that God illuminate him in governing 
the country.” 

Cristiani, of the Republican Na- 
tionalist Alliance, or Arena, will take 
over from President Jose Napoleon 
Duarte on June 1. Although Duarte 
wee one of the United States’ top al- 
lies, he was unable to end nine years 
of civil war with leftist rebels that left 
70,000 dead.

In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment said it was prepared to support 
the new Salvadoran government, but 
only if it protects democracy and pro- 
tects human rights. 

“Our relationship with that new 
government will depend on its adher- 
ence to democracy and respect for hu- 
man rights, the twin pillars of our 
approach to El Salvador,” said 
Charles Redman, State Department 
spokesman. 

Redman praised the Salvadoran 
people for braving “violence and ter- 
ror” by leftist guerrillas who, he said, 
tried harder to disrupt Sunday’s bal- 
loting than any group has in seven 
years. 

White House Press Secretary Mar- 
lin Fitzwater said the elections “rep- 
resent a strong desire by the people of 
Hl Salvador for the ability to partici- 
pate in the election process.” But he 
said the United States was “con- 


cerned about the'level of guerrilla at- 
tacks and human rights abuses” dur- 
ing the balloting. 

Fitzwater said he did not think the 
United States has “reached a judg- 
ment about the validity” of the re- 
sults. 

U.S. Ambassador William Walker 
denied an Arena victory would be a 
defeat for U.S. policy. The United 
States has supported El Salvador 


' with $3.5 billion in aid this decade, 


and some congressmen have said the 
results leave much to be desired. 

Cristiani, a 41-year-old  coffee- 
grower and businessman, said late 
Sunday he “would be the president of 
all 5 million Salvadorans. We are go- 
ing to unify this people in order to pull 
ourselves out of this profound crisis.” 

Arena was linked in the early 1980s 
to extreme-rightist death squads 
blamed for the murders of tens of 
thousands of suspected leftists. Cris- 
tiani contends the party has changed 
significantly and that the candidacy of 
a so-called moderate like himself is 
evidence of that. 

But fanatical rightists remain 
prominent in the party, including 
party founder Roberto D’Aubuisson, 
who was once called a “pathological 
killer” by a U.S. ambassador and has 
frequently denied links to death 
squads. D’Aubuisson, a former army 
major who was cashiered in 1980 for 
allegedly plotting a coup, is an Arena 
legislator. Although he holds no for- 
mal party post, he was the party’s top 
drawing card at election rallies, 
where he was introduced as “maxi- 
mum leader.” 

The election marked the first time 
Salvadoran voters had a chance to re- 
place an incumbent civilian govern- 
ment with a distinctly different gov- 
ernment, and they apparently chose 
to do so. 

Jorge Diaz, Arena representative 


to the Central Elections Council, said 
Arena received just under 55 percent 
of the first 131,882 votes tabulated. 

Agriculture Minister Antonio 
Morales Erlich said turnout was be- 
tween 850,000 and 900,000, one of the 
lowest in Salvadoran history and less 
than half those eligible. U.S. envoy 
Walker had said a turnout of 60 per- 
cent or better would represent a de- 
feat for the guerrilla strategy.

Legal cigarette buying age may go up 

SALT LAKE CITY — A proposal to raise the legal age for buying 
cigarettes to 21 has the support of two out of three Utahns, a new poll shows. 

The telephone survey of 1,094 adults, taken recently by LDS Business 
College marketing and research students, shows that 62 percent favor setting 
21 as the cigarette buying limit. 

The idea is opposed by 30.5 percent, and 7 percent were undecided. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, which discourages mem- 
bers from using tobacco, claims 70 percent of the state’s 1.6 million residents as 
members. 

The pollsters also found that 61.5 percent favor a nickel deposit on beverage 
bottles and cans to reduce litter, while 32.5 percent oppose such a deposit and 
6 percent were undecided. 

Utahns also said they would not support a state. sponsored lottery, but the 
margin was small: 42 percent favored the lottery while 48.5 percent opposed it 
and 9.5 percent were undecided. 

Those surveyed also liked the idea of a presidential pardon for former 
Marine Lt. Col. Oliver North, on trial in Washington D.C. for his role in the 
Iran-Contra scandal. A pardon was favored by 40.5 percent, while nearly 35 
percent said he should not. Almost 24 percent — were undecided. 


Bones of possible Bundy victim tested 


CAPITOL REEF NATIONAL PARK — Bones unearthed at a site which 
executed serial killer Ted Bundy identified as the burial ground for one of his 
eight Utah victims have been transferred to state forensic experts to deter- 
mine if they are human, authorities said Monday. 

The Wayne County Sheriff's Department said the bones, which investiga- 
tors believe may be those of 17-year-old Nancy Wilcox of Holladay, were 
delivered by Utah Highway Patrol troopers to the state medical examiner's 
office in Salt Lake City. 

Testing of the bones, which include one that resembles a small human 
shoulder blade, should be finished by Thursday or Friday, Sheriff Kerry 
Ekker said. The bones were among remains found at three sites by searchers 





Friday a mile east of Capitol Reef National Park, 200 miles south of Salt Lake 


City. Also found with the shoulder blade-like bone was a fragment of what 
appeared to be a tan blouse. 
Ekker said the larger size of remains from this third site could be human. 


Historic trails projects proposed in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY — The U.S. Interior Department has recommended 
that both the Pony Express and California Trails, portions of which cross 
Utah, be marked and developed as national historic projects. 

Under the department’s proposal to Congress, most of the $6.4 million in 
construction costs and $466,00 in annual operating costs would come from 
state and private contributions. 

Visitor centers would be set up at the trail’s starting and ending points, as 
well as at several places between. The routes would be marked with signs, and 
the National Park Service would produce a general information brochure for 
each trail. 

The California Trail linked the Missouri River, Oregon and the California 
gold fields during the 1849 gold rush. The Pony Express carried letters 
between St. Joseph, Mo., and Sacramento, Calif., starting April 3, 1860. 

In 1861, the telegraph was complete, linking Salt Lake City with the rest of 
the country. The Pony Express then faded into history. 


Schools ignore need for asbestos cleanup 


WASHINGTON — One in five public or private school agencies is violating 
a 1987 federal requirement to inspect buildings for asbestos and develop a 
cleanup plan, the Environmental Protection Agency said Monday. 

Thousands of other school districts have not met the deadline for the 
inspection and cleanup requirements for carcinogenic asbestos, but are not in 
technical violation of the law because of extensions granted to them by state 
officials. 

- According to the EPA, compliance with the inspection and cleanup require- 
ments for more than 50,000 school entities has been uneven among the states. 

Ten states show that more than 95 percent of their public school systems and 
private schools met last October’s federal deadline for having inspection and 
cleanup plans. 

Six states had fewer than 60 percent of their school agencies in compliance. 
Utah was not listed in either category. 


Documentary aids.in Adams:release 


DALLAS — A judge Monday ordered the release of- Randall,Dale Adams, 
who was imprisoned for 12 years for the slaying a police officer, ‘but whose guilt 
was questioned in the film, “The Thin Blue Line.” 

Adams was ordered released on a $50,000 personal recognizance bond after 
serving in a Texas prison. Originally sentenced to death for the 1976 slaying of 
Dallas Police Officer Robert Wood, Adams’ sentence was commuted to life in 
1980. 

The appeals court reviewed the case on the recommendation of state Dis- 
trict Judge Larry Baraka of Dallas, who said after a hearing in December that 
Adams did not receive a fair trial. 

Adams’ case was resurrected with the help of New York filmmaker Errol 
Morris, whose documentary “The Thin Blue Line,” strongly suggests the 
slaying was committed by the prosecution’s chief witness, David Harris. 
Harris, who is on death row for another slaying, was not charged in the 
shooting of Wood.

State posts warning signs 


Eagle deaths are up on Utah's I-70

The Utah Division of Wildlife Re- 
sources and the Utah Department of 
Transportation have installed signs 
along Interstate 70 between Green 
River and Salina to warn motorists of 
eagles feeding on the roads, said a 
representative for the Utah Division 
of Wildlife Resources. 

The decision to place warning signs 
along the interstate “stemmed from 
the realization that an undue number 
of eagles were being killed by cars,” 


said Bob Walters, program coordina- 
tor. 

Kim Morris, a public information 
official for UDOT, said 28 to 25 golden 
eagles were killed on I-70 in Utah in 
1988. 

Walters said the eagles are drawn 
to the area by other animals that have 
been killed by automobiles. He said 
birds “gorge themselves” on the car- 
casses of the animals that have been 
killed along the highway. 

The eagles are then killed when 
they are hit by cars or trucks, said 
Walters. When vehicles approach, 


U.S. Department of State 
initiates new visa program

The U.S. Department of State has 
initiated a program that will allow 
20,000 people to apply for immigrant 
visas within the next two years. 


‘ According to Nyda Novodvorsky, 


public information officer in the State 
Department’s Bureau of Consular Af- 
fairs, this program, called OP-1, will 
permit people from 162 countries to 


request immigrant status to the 


United States. 

The application period is March 1 to 
March 81, 1989, and they must be 
typed and sent by regular mail. Those 
requiring receipts will not be ac- 
cepted. 

The OP-1 program is a follow-up to 
the NP-5 program which took place in 
1986 and through which 1.4 million 
applications for immigration were re- 
ceived. 

At that time, only 10,000 were be- 
ing accepted from 36 different coun- 
tries. OP-1, or underrepresented 
country program, is designed to give 
the other countries an equal chance at 
immigration, said Novodvorsky. 

Applications must include a type- 
written sheet containing the appli- 
cant’s name, date and place of birth, 
current mailing address and consular 
office nearest to residence (if now re- 
siding in U.S. consular office nearest 
to last foreign residence prior to com- 
ing to the United States). The same 
information is needed for spouse or 
children. The application must also 
include a photograph of applicant, 
spouse and children. 

Only one application per person will 
be accepted, but those who send sepa- 
rate applications must send them in 
separate envelopes. The applications 
should then be mailed to OP-1, P.O. 
Box 20199, Washington D.C. 20199- 
9998. 

According to a letter from Philip S. 
Covington, public affairs adviser at 
the Bureau of Consular Affairs, the 
applicants will then be “randomly se- 
lected” from the names submitted. 

Novodvorsky saidit is important to 
note that just because someone sends 
a letter doés hot mean he or she will 
get an immigrant visa. 

“Students who want to stay in the 
United States after their studies are 
eligible to apply,” she said. 

It doesn’t matter whether the let- 
ter arrives at the beginning or end of 


March. It only matters that the appli- | 
cation is made correctly and arrives . 


by the end of March. 

If one person is selected, the spouse 
and children (under 21 years old and 
unmarried) also qualify. 

People from the following countries 
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are not eligible to apply: China (main- 
land and Taiwan), Colombia, Domini- 
can Republic, El 
Guyana.

BYU scientist, donors 
save Samoan forest

PROVO — Last-minute help from 
American and other donors has 
helped save nearly 30,000 acres of 
tropical rain forest in Western 
Samoa, a BYU scientist says. 

Paul Cox, associate professor of 
ethnobotany, said the site, surround- 
ing the village of Falealupo on the 
island of Savai’i, is one of the last sur- 
viving paleotropical rain forests. 

Cox’s plan to save the forest in- 
cluded contacting donors who paid off 
Falealupo’s $55,000 debt for a pri- 
mary school. 

In return, a legal document was 
signed in which donors relinquished 
rights to the forest, and the village 
chiefs agreed to protect and preserve 
the forest for 50 years. 

Contributors to the new Falealupo 
Rain Forest Preserve include BYU 


students and alumni, numerous Utah 
school children, Verne Read of Bat 
Conservation International, Rex 
Maughn of Forever Living Products, 
Ken Murdock of Nature’s Way, Cox 
and others. 

While the school debt sounds small 
by American standards, Cox said it 
was a staggering burden for the vil- 
lage. Logging appeared the only way 
to keep the school open. 

However, last July, Cox volun 
teered to make the school’s monthly 
payments himself if need be, and the 
village revoked the logging com- 
pany’s license. 

“If we, as citizens of a wealthy 
country, sit back and pass judgment 
on these people and the issue of defor- 
estation, we’re just as much at fault as 
the loggers who take advantage of

Romantic comedy is more difficult 
to critique than drama, for there is no 
accounting for what will make any of 
us laugh. The conflict is epitomized in 
a discussion of recent releases “Bill 
and Ted’s Excellent Adventure” and 
“Chances are,” both films with 
equally implausible plots that re- 
quire major extensions of disbelief. It 
comes down to this: either they will 
strike you as funny, or they won't. 

“Bill and Ted’s Excellent Adven- 
ture” is a slight, but completely en- 
dearing, male bonding exercise about 
two “righteous” teens (Keanu Reaves 
and Alex Winter) who learn they will 
flunk their history class unless they 
manage to impress their teacher with 
a final oral report. 

Scrounging for ideas leads them to 
interviewing personnel at the local 
“Circle K” store, where they encoun- 
ter “future dude” Rufus (George Car- 
lin) and his telephone booth time ma- 
chine.

So, given the use of the ma- 
chine, Bill and Ted are off to the past 
in search of major historical figures 
themselves to bring back for their re- 
port. 

Ensuing “bodacious happenings”

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‘Gadget’ helps reduce drunk driving

NEW YORK — A Vermont town 
showed a markedly reduced drunken 
driving rate after residents were 
taught to use an inexpensive gadget 
to estimate their blood-alcohol levels, 
according to a study that experts 
called promising. 

The town’s rate of driving with haz- 
ardous blood-alcohol levels was only 
about half that of a similar community 
that gave no training, the study 
found. 

Although the small study could 
provide only preliminary evidence 
that the program works, the results 
look encouraging, said co-author John 
K. Worden of the University of Ver- 
mont College of Medicine. 

He and colleagues from the univer- 
sity and state government present 
the work in this month’s issue of the 
American Journal of Public Health. 

Experts said the results were 
promising, but that some questions 
about effectiveness remain to be an- 
swered. They also said such a pro- 
gram should be considered only in 


Utah school districts 
averaged $2,300 


per student per year

The Utah Foundation, a private, 
nonprofit research organization said 
the average cost per pupil in all Utah 
school districts has remained fairly 
constant over the past three years, 
even though the number of students 
has increased. 

Allan J. Witt, the executive direc- 
tor for the Utah Foundation said the 
average cost per pupil for the last 
three years has been around $2,300. 

“Even though the number of stu- 
dents has increased over the past 
three years, state funding has re- 
mained the same until the 1989 Utah 
Legislature approved a three percent 
increase for school funding,” said 
Witt. 

He said the last time the Utah Leg- 
islature had appropriated an increase 
in funding was in 1985. 

“The school districts will receive 
more money to try to keep up with the 
growing number of students,” said 
Witt. 

Of the $1.6 billion spent last year on 
educational purposes in Utah, over 
three-fourths of this amount came 
from state and local tax revenues, 
said the Foundation. 

The remaining percentage was 
derived from other sources such as 
tuition and other charges for services. 

Witt said perhaps the most efficient 
school district in the state last year 
was the Alpine School District. 

“They (Alpine School District) 
spent only $2,085 per pupil last year,” 
said Witt. He said this figure means 
the Alpine School District is the 
cheapest district to educate students 
in. 

However, Witt said this school dis- 
trict doesn’t provide some services 
that other districts may provide. 

The Foundation said the school dis- 
trict which spends the most money 
per pupil was the Tintic School Dis- 
trict. “This school district spent $5,239 
per student last year,” said Witt. ‘ 

“In the small school districts such 
as the Tintic District, it costs more to 
educate students because of trans- 
portation costs and there are fewer 
students in the classroom per 
teacher,” he said. 

Witt said small districts are usually 
in the rural regions of the state. 

Usually the greater number of 
produets which a business can pro- 
duce will bring down the unit cost, but 
if not many units are produced then 
the price will usually go up, said Witt. 

He said that school districts are 
sometimes like businesses in that the 
smaller districts do not have many 
students so their per pupil cost is 
high.
